The
three court®s at the athletic park are busy
every afternoon with Young Men's Christian
asrociation men tralning for the games, and
others outaide of the assoriation &re pre-
paring on other courts about the clty.

These
people have now been in active organiza-
tion some weeks, and have held many runs,
A match between two companles of their
best runners sbould prove a highly Inter-
esiing affair, especlally as It will offer the
novelty of being a cross-country chase.

Whatever kind
of & Job each chanced to wish he applied
for, and so far each one has hnd success.

Bo that's how It comes that “Billy" En-
glebart, who was captain and atar of the
Omaha High school team last fall, and
who bas been a mainstay on this eleven for
many years, !3 now workiog In a lumber
camp In Oregen. He went there as soon
as school closed, and he had recelved the
diploma that leta him into the next stage
of his educhtion, llterary and athletle, a
university. It is with the University of Mich.
Ignn team that “Billy* hopes to play next
year, and when bhe goee 1o Ann Arbor in
September he does not winh any doubt to
oxist aboul making that first team. He has
been a mighty good back for the High
school, but he realizes that with the Woly-
erines he will be up agninet & different claas
of stuff. The record that Coach Yost's team
made last searon would Indicate that |t will
take ot only a big man but also & power-
fully athletic and clever one to take a job
of that team In 1M2. Engiehart {8 already
n big man, but he wants a more effective

With Eoglehart in Oregon s Grifiths,
who was such a valuable man on thg High
school eleven Ul ke injury.

He asks po wider fields for his grid-
fron ambitions than he can find right In
Nebraska, and the State unlversity will
therefore count him among s freshmen
and among {ts candidates for (oot ball
places next fail, Marsh's sole drawback Is
his size, but he hopes to remedy this dur-
Ing the summer months by luying on a lot
of beef at the arduous toll of digglng post-
hales, for (hat Is the occupation he has
chosen as a body-bullder. Even now Marsh
I8 out near Oakland, Neb., with a line gang
of the Nebraska Telephone company, and
he hopes to wax so strong that he will
make a flerce fighting quarterback, of even
a light half, for the Cornhuskers when the
time comes.

With Marsh Is Robinson, who will not,
however, leave Omaha after his term of
post-hole work js completed. Instead he
will remaln lo this clty aod play again on
the High school gquad. Robinson has not
beéen In the game so long as the others
mentioned, but he Is a promising candl-
date for future honors. He belleves that
handling the pick, spade and augur will
give hitm o back of steel springs and arms
and Jegs of leather.

Flve years ago such
a thing as summer preparation for foot
ball In the fall was unknown In Nebraska,
even at the State univeraity, and It was
pot so long before that when it was al-
most impossalble Lo get Lthe players to train
consclentiously even while the actual play-
log searon was on. Bat gradually the rigiq
rules of the casiern schools and the in-
criasing popularity of the game spread
west, and now we have boys in the high
schools even working all the year round
for that one abort seasoa of foot ball. And
to show how really keen the boya are afrer
the real old labor itself an Incldent which
oocurred In connpecitlon with the giving
of one of these six his job will serve. This
